In course of voting on this application Commissioner Dr. L. B. Holthuis 
has insisted that the only way' legally to get rid of Kishida’s 1909 paper is to 
suppress it under the plenary powers. After some correspondence between 
Dr. Holthuis, Dr. C. B. Philip and the Secretary of the Commission, it has been 
decided to request suppression of Kishida’s phantom paper under the plenary 
powers. 
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
